About two weeks ago, a fairly 
representative group of Montreal's 
Fourth Estate convened in the 
Windsor Hotel, meeting together 
under circumstances which were 
foggy not to say mysterious. None 
'ist Utem Icnew quite why he had 
come, or what the occasion of the 
meeting waS' Thé news of the meet- 
ing had spread via the grapevine 
by word of mouth and through a 
series of telephone calls, each Invite 
being asked to spread the word 
among his fellows. 
. Genevieve Tabouis, Free French 
journalist and author of "They 
Called Me Cassandra" was present- 
Arthur LIsmer, prominent artist, 
visiting journalists from Toronto, 
and numbers of other lesser lights 
in local artistic and literary circles 
were also in attendance* 

Thus the first Montreal meeting 
of the Writers', Broadcasters' and 
Artists War Council came to order 
under the chairmanship of John 
Collingwood Beade, military anal- 
yst of, tb« Toronto Globe and Mall. 
.^Thei^Jeet^f the . organization' as 
praenteï^'rthè meeting was' the 
pooling of all available and discov- 
erable talent in an effort to form a 
ihort-order propaganda bureau in 
aid of Allied victory. 

Reade, speaking as chairman' and 
as representative of the . Toronto 
branch of the W.BA.W.C, which 
was presented as a going concero, 
outlined the brief history of . the 
latter branch. On August 7, the 
organization came into being, 'un- 
dergoing ita birth pangs at ' the 
Royal York Hotel, where a group 
of publicists, similar, one may sup- 
pose to the group which gathers in 
the Windsor, met and ''after con- 
siderable discussion" laid the plans. 

A mimeographed manifesto -was 
handed round to the assembled In- 
telligentsia, which document ;:ead 
in part, "It is to its writers, artists 
that a nation looks for the emotion- 
al stimulus which gives purpose to 
labor and makes privation an ex- 
perience to be sought rather than 
to bo suffered. The Writers, Broad- 
casters., and Artists must speak the 
natlonV mlnd and mood. They must 
crystallize opinion, sweep away the 
confusion of thought, and conflict 
of purpose by upholding and 
glorifying those things \yhicb are 
universally acknowledged to' tie 
true and so create unity of purpose, 
emotional solidarity and a' common 
understanding among our people." 

The statement of purposes and 
aims appended was composed ': of 
eight points. Summed up they spelt 
an attempt at effective war pub- 
licity, with wider channels for the 
delivery of m'ore definite factual 
information..' To quote again "to 
keep the public informed about the 
tasks of war so that men and 
women can trace the pattern of 
their collective labor and each un- 
derstand the importance of the part 
he plays." 

A provisional committee under 
the chairmanship of Leslie Roberts, 
author of Unpopular Editorials in 
the Montrealer Magazine, and in- 
cluding local journalists, a radio as- 
sociate, and Mr. LIsmer was formed. 

Madam Tabouis, who is In Mont- 
real to make common cause with 
movements seeking th'e immediate 
opening of a second front, was of 
the group merely to add color. Her 
association seems • to extend ' no 
further, than VthaL- However, she Is 
at least'' a ' spiritual ' collaborator If 
her assertion at the meeting that 
the fall of France was facilitated by 
inept handling of propaganda and a 
straight-jacketed press, Is an indl 
cation. 

Beyond question, -the professed

The faculty of medicine and the 
faculty of dentistry at McGill are 
granting bursaries and loan funds 
from funds supplied by the Kejlogg 
Foundation, which provided |10,000 
for each faculty.' ' *

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Military Training 

If you have not already read the new 
. military regulations announced yesterday, 
you are advised to do so at once. The 
scheme differs somewhat from that offered 
■ last year in the general, organization, ex- 
emptions, etc. For example, men students 
will be enrolled in one or other of two 
wings of the C.O.T.C. or in the University 
• Air Training Corps, which differs from last 
year's Air Force group in that the mem- 
; bers are actually enrolled in the R.C.À.F. 
Women students will be required to do 
the customary four hours of war een'icc 
' training per week. Frcsheltcs will be rc- 
quired to take the basic war training, 
Awhile upper class students have several 
options from which to choose. 

For uppcrclass students military train- 
ing is a fairly old story now, but freshmen 
will be quite perplexed about what will 
seem to them an innovation. 

It is well that the purpose of military 
training be reiterated, and that Freshmen 
and Freshcttes understand at the start the 
aim and value of the training they will 
be taking. The community at large ap- 
preciates the need for university students 
in winning the war, whether they be 
specializing in some particular field or 
pursuing some other course, whose purpose 
it is to equip better the student to under- 
take any job that will help in the further- 
ance of the national war effort. The public 
is moreover willing to recognize the 
student's position as potentially a better 
fighting unit. 

But the student in return must offer 
some assurance that he is not at the uni- 
versity for the sake of spending several 
enjoyable years at the university, and not 
give a " tinker's dam " about war or any- 
thing associated with it. in short he must 
Justify his existence at the university. 

The value of the training itself to the 
•tudent should not be underrated. It is 
assumed that eligible students will, on 
completion of their coursé, tako their place 
beside the fellow countrymen in the armed 
forces. This being the case, the value of 
, the training they will take is obvious, for 
they will enter with a reasonable know- 
ledge of military affairs. 

A workable training system has been 
'instituted in the case of medical students 
i'iftd it is hoped that an' equally workable 
'èié will be instituted in the case of 
Students whose value to the nation lies in 
thé hasty completion of their course.
